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New Railroad to Dahlonega, 

Last Saturday's Constitution 
contained the following article in 
rcfcraacc to a new railroad to Dah- 
loticffa: 

"A charter will be applied for to- 
day at the office of seceretary of 
state for the Atlanta, Stone Moun- 
tain and Dahlonega railroad, a line 
which the incorporators of the com- 
pany propose to run from this city 
to Stone Mountain, passing by the 
granit quarries at Lithoma and run- 
ning thence through the gold coun- 
ties of the state, terminating at 
Dahlonega. Prominent among the 
incorporators arc some of the lead- 
mg business men of Stone Moun- 
tain and this city, and one of those 
chiefly interested is W. II. Vcnable, 
of Atlanta. 

The object of the company is to 
open up to rapid transportation a 
section rich in granit and gold, and 
whichis isolated to a great extent at 
the present time. By opening up the 
country and obtaining fair freight 
rates, the projectors of the mining 
interests around Stone Mountain 
and Dahlonega believe that a mar 
ket will be obtained for the mineral 
pcducls in the coast cities that will 
build up and at the same time ad- 
vertise the mineral interests of 
Georgia. 

The proposed line will infringe 
on no other charter that has been 
granted, it is understood, and ob- 
taining their charter the incorpor- 
ators say that they propose to be- 
gin the work of construction at the 
earliest possible moment."' 

Sundays Constitution contained 
the following additional editorial: 

"The proposed building of the 
Atlanta, Stone Mountain and Dah- 
lonega railroad is in answer to one 
of the greatest industrial demands 
existing in the state. 

Just now this large section of 
Georgia, which is practically with- 
out means of communication is at* 
tracting the attention of the world. 
It was the first point of enterprise 
in the state, and until attention was 
drawn away from it by the Califor- 
nia' discoveries, promised the great- 
est results. Since that time this 
section has been sadly neglected. 
Somehow or other, railroad man- 
agers have steered clear of ir, and 
capital seeking investment has not 
been awake to the returns which 
awaited it in that section. In the 
meantime a steady and industrious 
farming population has been built 
up, and now immense syndicates 
have been formed to exploit its 
mineral resources. 

No better time could have been 
selected in which launch a railroad 
enterprise, having for its object the 
opening up of this territory. Be- 
tween Atlanta and Dahlonega there 
should be the closest trade relations; 
so indeed, that it would be money 
made if Atlanta would foot the en- 
tire bill of building the road. This 
howeycr, wil! not be necessary. 
The people along the entire pro- 
posed line, as well as the counties 
which will be traversed by it, stand 
ready to give a helping hand. 
Every county in northeast Georgia 
should be reached by railroad com- 
munication, the result of which 
would be an enormous advance in 
property values and the develop- 
ment in industrial lines not equaled 
even by boom times."

The Big Hand Mill and Plant. 

We present to o«r readers to- 
day a picture taken from a photo- 
graph of the 150 stamp mill and 
chlorination plant belonging to the 
Dahlonega Consolidated Cold Min- 
ing Co. which is located within one 
mile from the court house in Dah- 
lonega at the foot of the hill near 
the bank of the Yahoola river 
down at the Hand mine. It is a 
magnificent structure and the lar- 
gest mining plant in the South and 
with one or two exceptions is the 
largest one in the United States, 
which is expected to be running by 
the first of next month. Both the 
mill and plant have been construct- 
ed under the supervision of Mr. 
j P. H. Scott, of Denver, Col., and 
the workmanship is perfect in ev- 
ery respect, having been pronounc 
ed so by every one who has visited 
the mine, already amounting to 
hundreds of people from all parts 
of the country, both far and near. 
The building nearest to yon is 
the mill which is 120x300 feet, four 
stork high an i cost r >. Th 



chine shop on the ground not shown 
in the picture. Every thing is 
complete. All these buildings are 
covered and sheathed with corro- 
gatetl iron. The building across 
the river is the old Singleton mill 
with 20 stamps and the building in 
the distant is a cottage, where the 
ground has already been staked off 
for another large 120 stamp mill 
just like the Ht.nd by the Standard 
Cold Mining Co. 

The machinery belonging to the 
Consolidated Co. is modern in 
every respect. It consists of sev- 
eral crushers for reducing the ore 
to the size of a walnut before it is 
fed to the stamps. There arc 120 
stamps in the mill, each weighing 
850 pounds and dropping 90 times 
a minute. Each stamp will crush 
about four tons of ore in 24 hours, 
which will make the capacity of the 
mill about 480 tons a day. The free 
gold that is liberated l>y the stamps 
and in crushing is caught on amals 
gamated copper plates, over which 
the pulp flows after leaving the 
stamps. The sulphurets which

properly sized for treatment on the 
concentrators. These machines 
separate the mineral from the waste 
rock. L The concentrates are then 
conveyed to the chlorination plant 
and are treated by the chlorination 
process, which has but recently 
been perfected so as to make it of 
practical utility. The concen- 
trates are first-roasted in a furnace, 
mechanically operated, in which all 
the sulphur is eliminated, leaving 
the gold in a free state, so it will 
readily respond to the action of the. 
' chemicals employed in the process. 
The concentrates are then autom- 
atically cooled and conveyed to the ' 
chlorination barrels, tanks, filter 
presses and other machinery. The 
gold in this proecss is converted 
from a metallic state into a chloride 
of gold, which is liquid in form by 
the action of chemicals. It is then 
precipitated, dried, retorted, and 
finally brought down to a bar of 
pure gold. 

Throughout the entire process of- 
amalgamation and chlorination 
from the time the ore enters the first 
crushers and during its various 
stages of treatment the operation 
is entirely mechanical, very little 
being employed. This 



is one of the principal points in the 
construction of the mill, and that, 
taken together with the ease with 
which the ore may be mined, en- 
ables the company to mine and mill 
the oresat fr om $1 to $1.25 p er ton.

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For a Model Farm. 

The North Georgia Agricultural 
College has received of Judge 
Georga F. Gober of Marietta, 
Georgia, a donation of about 800 
choice grape vines. These will bo 
planted on the college grounds, 
and may be the beginning of a 
very important feature of the cols 
lege work. The college owns 40 
acres of very good land, especially 
adapted to horticulture and truck 
farming, and the gift of Judge 
Gober suggests some important 
considerations. 

North Georgia in climate and 
soil is remarkably well adapted 
to horticulture. Conditions arc not 
favorable for the general cultiva- 
tion of the great staple crops of 
the central and southern portions 
of the states, cotton, rice and corn. 
But for the culture of fruits, ber- 
ries, and vines, conditions are al - 
most ideal. Already in the pro- 
ducts of her orchards Georgia 
stands in the front rank. And as 
a peach district the state is widely 
famous. The Georgia peach has 
no superior in America. It may 
be cultivated in almost every part 
of the state. But the northern 
section of the state is especially 
adapted for the growth of apples. 
And where orchards of good varie- 
ties of trees have been properly 
cultivated splendid success has 
followed. Pears flourish also. 
And North Georgia is especially 
well adapted to grape culture. 
Cherries, plums, strawberries, and 
blackberries all thrive well and 
yield abundantly. And under 
proper cultivation their culture 
becomes a highly remunerative and 
important industry. 

And now when activity in mining 
and manufacturing is deyeloping 
so strongly, and the dependent 
population is rapidly increasing, 
the need of greater and more 
scientific agricultural development, 
the getting of food from the soil to 
the best advantage, is daily grow- 
ing and great opportunities arc be- 
ing opened for proper development 
along this line. 

In the great majority of cases in 
North Georgia the most primitive 
ways of raising fruit are still em- 
ployed. With such favorable 
natural conditions of soil and clis 
mate and season, what might not 
be done in the way of developing 
this industry with sensible applica- 
tion of the best methods of culture ? 
But how is a general knowlede and 
experience with these methods to 
be had? With horticulture as with 
every thing else, "main strength 
and awkwardness" are no longer 
acceptable. Knowledge, experi- 
ence and brains are the agents that 
insure success. 

If a young man wants to succeed 
as a mechanic he goes to the Tech- 
nological school, and by both ob 
servation and practice he fits hims 
self. If a person expects to teach, 
ho or she takes lessons at the Mod- 
el School of the North Georgia 
Agricultural College, or some other 
good one. In the proper order of 
things many of the students of the 
N. G. A. C. will be interested in 
getting the most possible out of the 
soil. All can not be, and should 
not be, lawyers, or doctors, or 
preachers, or taechcrs, or politi- 
cians. For the public good in this 
part of the state a goodly number 
should develop blessings from old 
Mother Earth. 

What better thing could be done 
than for the college to develop a 
Model Farm for observation and 
experience by students in the best 
methods in fruit raising, planting, 
grafting, vine culture, berry rais- 
ing, and preparing and replenish- 
ing the soil, and even poultry rais- 
ing, as this region is famous for its 
poultry. It is said that in Holland 
every boy is taught and trained 
how to make one acre of gro 
yield support for a family of ten 
persons. How many college 
young men in North Georgia could 
successfully support ten people 
from ten acres of ground? 



With proper supervision the 
college farm could . be made not 
only a most valuable training 
ground along these lines but, as 
the students at Technological 
schools make a large part of the 
tools, machinery and necessary 
appliances used, so students here 
could not only gain much by obser- 
vation- and experience, but many 
needy ones could make a college 
Model Farm a source of aid in the 
way of supplies and support. The 
Dormitory boys could laterally live 
off the fat of the land, and prac 
tienily learn how to produce it. 

It is likely that the development 
of a department in the college along 
this very important line will be 
undertaken. It would certainly be 
opportune and practical. 

Mining Notes. 

Reports from the Barretsville 
mine in Dawson county are very

James L. Davis, engaged in min- 
ing on Tan Yard Branch, made a 
good clean up last week, in 
which were several beautiful nug-> 
gets weighing half a pennyweight. 

Mr. Crawford has purchased a 
fiye stamp mill and will erect the 
same on the property recently 
purchased from editor Mcintosh, 
near Auraria, which is said to be 
very rich. 

The hands employed by the Stan- 
dard and Consolidated Cos. already 
numbers about four hundred which 
will likely increase as soon as the 
former gets its charter and com- 
mences business on a large scale. 

The Dahlonega Gold Mining 
and Milling Co. haye received 
their engine and will be ready to 
start the mill on lot 810 very soon. 
A large force of hands have been 
engaged for several days in sinking 
pits and prospecting on the Briar 
Patch property belonging to the 
same company. 

Z. V. Hewitt came up last Sat- 
urday and stopped oyer at the Hall 
House until the next day. Mr. 
Hewitt has been engaged in pros- 
pecting work in Dawson county. 
He has recently let a contract to 
W. J. Loveless to sink a shaft on 
property which he is interested in 
near Dawsonville. 

The prospects for the reopening 
the Nimblewill ditch, which a few 
3 T oars ago conveyed water en the 
gold belt a few miles south of Daw- 
sonville, are quite flattering indeed. 
This water would cover one of the 
richest gold belts in Georgia, and we 
hone to see the promoters of the en- 
terprise put the water on at as an 
early a date as practicable.— Adver- 
ser. 

C. F. Sheldon, who is now op- 
erating the Longstreet mine in our 
sister county White, was in Dah- 
lonega a short while last week se- 
curing a duplicate piece of ma- 
chinery which had been broken. 
The clean ups at this mine have 
been good and yery satisfactory. 
Mining in various parts of that 
county are beginning to look up 
which will greatly benefit the 
whole section. 

The Birch Bros, expect to be 
working their gold dredge both day 
and night by May 1st, They have 
thoroughly investigated the electric 
light appliances on the market, and 
have bought, through Mr. A. C. 
Smith, a rcpresentive of the Gener- 
al Electric Co., who are the largest 
manufacturers in the world of their 
class of goods, a complete lighting 
outfit of the latest pattern, and ic is 
now on the road to them. Their 
workings will at night and be as 
light as day, and aside from the 
practical and utilitarian elements of 
their action, the novelty and beauty 
of operation by electricity at night, 
will be an attractive and instructive 
sight on our pretty mountain Ches- 
tatee riyer. 



A number of hands were sent by 
the Consolidated Co. Tuesday to 
the Lockhart mine who are engag- 
ed in cleaningo ut some otd shafts, 
etc. At the present this mine be- 
longs to Capt. F. W. Hall. The 
veins are large and rich but the 
sulphuretted ore prevents the gold 
from being saved on an old style 
stamp mill. This property will 
likely go into the hands of a com - . 
panysoon already having the nec- 
essary machinery erected close by 
to successfully operate it. 

Capt.' Asbury, of White couu- 
ty, was in Dahlorroga a short while 
last Monday, who will be out on 
Cavener's Creek in Lumpkin couns 
ty for some days prospecting and 
making tests. He is now engaged 
in making a mill test from a very 
large and rich vein, "it is solid 
eight feet wide and shows much 
gold which can be seen with the 
natural eye. In a short while op- 
eration will commence by parties 
from Chicago and St. Louis who 
have recently turned their direcs 
tion this way and become interest- 
ed in our mineral resources. There 
is certainly a bright future in store 
for old Lumpkin. 

The Singleton mine is creating 
no little excitement now on ac- 
count of its richness. For several 
months it has been worked under 
a lease by J. F. Moore who, we 
learn, has made about two pounds 
of gold at several clean-ups 
weekly, from only nine stamps. 
The mill has twenty stamps but 
the concentrator will not accom- 
modate but ten stamps and a calm 
is broken at one of the other bats 
teries. They have been working 
on an eight foot vein for some 
time that is a sight worth traveling 
many miles to see. When a blast 
is let off it throws out large quan- 
tities of ore almost liteiiy covered 
with gold which can be seen at a 
distance of fifteen or twenty steps 
with the natural eye, and causes 
almost every one who visits the 
mine to take the gold fever. This 
property together with the Tah- 
loneka, will go into the hands of 
the Standard Gold Mining Co. 
next Monday, or as soon as the 
court can grant the charter. The 
stock of this company has been 
capitalized at five million dollars 
oyer half of which we understand 
has already been sold. They haye 
already done much work on the 
property and will let the contract 
for the building of a modern 120 
stamp mill at once. 

The Crown Mountain people are 
on the move. We learn that they 
will begin active operation on this 
magnificent property the first of 
next week. The report of the en- 
gineers on the water powers con- 
trolled and owned by this property 
is now in. This report while fa- 
vorable to all powers examined., 
shows that without any considera- 
ble outlay twelve hundred horse 
power can be developed at Seabolt 
shoals. This will give the compa- 
ny ample power to lift 150 inches 
of water to the "top of Crown 
Mountain" to light up the compa- 
ny's property and to move the 
mill and all other machinery and 
leave a surplus of several hundred 
horse power "to let" to other mi- 
ners and companies.

Keep The Children in School. 
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As the scholastic year, is now 
neariug its close it is opportune to 
suggest to the parents the import- 
ance of keeping their children in 
school up to the very last day. 
There is sometimes a disposition 
on tho part of pupils to wish to 
''drop out" a month or six weeks 
before the close of the term, and 
this disposition — a form of "spring 
laziness" perhaps is often indulged 
by the parents of such pupiis. 
This desire on the part of the 
pupils and indulgence on the part 
of parents comes from a false idea 
on the part of both that the most 
important part of the years work 
has been accomplished and that 
pupils wil! not lose much by thus, 
leaving school before its close. This 
idea mi£uc possibly hold with an 
nn-graded school, but in the ease 
of a graded school it is quite difs 
fercnt. Let the parents bear in 
mind that oar graded school affords 
steady and continuous progress to 
the pupils, if the proper conditions 
arc complied with, but not other-, 
wise. 

The -remaining part of the school 
year is paramount by the most im«s 
portant part. During this timo 
the pupils will be giying a general 
of tho entire years work, 
the final examinations will be held 
on which the advancement of pu- 
pils into higher grades will largely 
depend, and on the last day of 
school certificates of promotion 
will be awarded to those whoso 
works and attainments have en- 
titled them to promotion. No pro- 
motion will be awarded unless pu- 
pils are in school at its close— ex- 
cept in cases of providential hin- 
deranccin which ease pupils must 
take the examinations next fall-- 
and no pupil will bo advanced in 
grade next year unless he holds a 
certificate of promotion. These 
requirements are essential to a 
graded school course. It is hoped 
therefore that parents will realize 
the importance of requiring the 
attendance of their children to be 
regular and continuous up to the 
yery last day.

We notice that the grand jury 
last week recommended some par- 
ties in this county to be paid a 
pension.
